the antenna is fixed directly to the removable battery for providing primary electrical 
power to the cell phone.

ISO standard 7816-2 format

frequency interface to the cell phone:

transmitting electrical signals between the smart c ard and the antenna via the contact. 

(Proposed amendment) The process of claim 1 7» wherein coupliniz a smart card 
comprises fUrthor oomprising: p roviding the smart card with at least two unused surface contacts^ 
wherein the process ftirther comprises » <ftd transmitting electrical signals between the at least two 
unused surface contacts and the anteima. 

19. (Proposed amendment) The process of claim 18, wherei n providing coupling _the 
smart card with the at least two unused surface contacts comprises; 

providing the smart card in ISO standard 7816 format; and 

providing the contacts as contacts C4 and C8 as defined by ISO standard 7816- 

20. (Previously presented) A communication system comprising: 
a smart card having a radio-frequency interface; 

a cell phone communicating with the smart card, the cell phone having an antenna adapted 
to transmit and/or receive signals for use by the cell phone, the radio-frequency interface of the 
smart card connected to the antenna of the cell phone wherein signals from the radio-frequency 
interface are transmitted to the antenna of the cell phone to increase a communication range of the 
smart card; and 

a removable battery electrically oov^rteable to the cell phone for providing primary electrical 
power to the cell phone, the antenna being fixed directly to the removable battery for providing 
primary electrical power to the cell phone. 
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2 1 . (Previously presented) The system of claim 20, further comprising at least two 
unused surface contacts, wherein the radio-frequency interface of the smart card is connected to the 
antenna via the at least two unused surface contacts. 

22. (Previously presented) The system of claim 2 1 , wherein the smart card is in ISO 
standard 7816 format and wherein the contacts are C4 and C8 as defmed by ISO standard 7816. 

23. (Canceled) 

24. (Previously presented) The system of claim 20» wherein the cell phone is a PDA.
